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THE BALLOT PROPOSITIONS 


Her£ Is a Summary of Their Provisions, With 
' Recommendations for Voting 


For the benefit of voters who have not the 
time to “dig' out” the points and significance 
of the 18 legislative propositions appearing on 
next Tuesday’s ballot, and in response to re¬ 
quests of a number of readers, we offer a 
summarization below of the different prop¬ 
ositions, with this paper’s recommendations 
for voting: 

No. 1. State Taxation of Highway Trans¬ 
portation Companies—Provides a tax of 4 
per tent a year on gross operating receipts of 
jitney busses, motoi^ stages and similar car¬ 
riers “in lieu of all other taxes,” thereby re¬ 
leasing them from the stale automobile reg¬ 
istration fee, state weight tax on passenger 
busses and trucks, state taxes on franchises 
and municipal licenses. Vote No. 

No. 2. Salaries and Expense of Legisla¬ 
ture—Provides higher pay ($2,400 for two- 
year term) for state legislators, with extra 
pay for special sessions as now, and reduces 
mileage allowance from 10 to 5 cents. The 
sum proposed is none too high. Vote Yes. 

No. 3. Deposit of Public Moneys—Extends 
to all political subdivisions not already en¬ 
joying the privilege the right to deposit idle 
funds in banks. Vote Yes. 

No. 4. Inferior Courts - Allows justice , tribute water and ck , ctric energyi am , author- 
courts to try cases of • lorcible detainer ■" 1

courts in case of need. Vote Yes. 

No. 13. Poll Taxes—Imposes annual poil 
tax of $5 for school fund on every male in¬ 
habitant between 21 and 50 years, with speci¬ 
fied exceptions, who is not paying already at 
least $5 a year in property taxes. We believe 
that every beneficiary of the protection and 
privileges bought by public money should be 
a contributor to the treasury. Vote Yes. 

No. 14. Bonds—Extends to public utility 
districts the right to issue bonds “free and 
exempt from taxation” whi^h is allowed to 
other political subdivisions. Believing that 
the theory of tax exemption of securities is 
wrong, we believe a move should be made 
in \he opposite direction, instead of adding 
another mistake to the present list. V«te No. 

No. 15. Tax Exemption—Exempts from 
taxation property of certain value used ex¬ 
clusively as air-ports or aviation fields under 
the control 6f the United States government. 
The argument given under Xo. 14 applies 
here too. Under the present law all prop¬ 
erty owned by the federal government is ex¬ 
empt from taxation.

Injury and mis¬ 
ery, the news dispatches almost 
invariably convey the assurance 
that Red Cross nurses and workers 
are on duty Immediately. In tho 12 
month! ended June 30 last the 
American Red Cross administered 
relief in 192 disasters, a new an¬ 
nual record In the United Stales. 

This was a monthly average of 
16 disasters. The year's total 
deaths mounted to 735, nearly 2,000 
persons were injured, and almost 
44.000 were left homeless. Every 
week of the year the disaster loss 
was a little under a million dollars, 
the total losses for the year being 
estimated at more than 645.000.000. 

The annual report of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross states that disasters 
wrecked 2.450 buildings and dam¬ 
aged 5,230, in the territory em¬ 
braced from Maine to California 
and Minnesota to Texas. The Red 
Cross In all areas boused 5.700 per¬ 
sons, 2.900 alone after tbs recent 
tornado In Northern Ohio, and the 
organization furnished food to 
26.400. 

The year's disasters included 13 
great fires, 10 floods, six mlue ex- 
plosions, a powder mill explosion 
and an explosion Id a starch fac¬ 
tory . three cloudbursts, seven cy¬ 
clones. 14 tornadoes, and five dlsas 
ters due to hall or wind storms. 
All the tornadoes occurred during 
the latter part of April. In May aud 
June. The Red Cross disbursed In 
relief work $737,603 87 of National 
and Chapter funds.
